Two of the penal Institutions in 
Pennsylvania were described today 
as among the best in the United 
States by Henry Van Etten, general 
secretary of the committee for the 
decrease of crime of France. 
Dr. 
Van Etten visited a large number of 
the penitentiaries and prisons in 
the United States in the winter of 
1930 and spring of 1931, A copy of 
his report, which has been printed 
as a bulletin by the French General 
Society of Prisons, has been received 
by Dr. B. L. Scott, director of the 
bureau of restoration in the Penn­ 
sylvania department of welfare. Dr. 
Scott sponsored Van Etten’s trip to 
the institutions in the eastern part 
of the country. 
Cites Old Buildings 
Dr. Van Etten was appointed to 
visit and study 'the penitentiaries, 
prisons and reformatories in Bel­ 
gium, England, Switzerland and this 
country. Among the general com­ 
ments that he makes concerning the 
two Pennsylvania prisons which re­ 
ceive 
commendation 
from 
this 
French visitor are the Western State 
Penitentiary at Pittsburgh with the 
prison farm at Rockview, and the 
State Industrial Home for Women at 
Muncy. In speaking of the Western 
Penitentiary, Dr. Van Etten called 
attention to the fact that the build­ 
ings arc old and th a t the type of 
construction is flu* from modern. He 
has, however, high praise for the 
program of rehabilitation at this in­ 
stitution. 
In his comments on the State In­ 
dustrial Home for Women, which he 
calls a “remarkable institution.” he 
speaks of the modern housing sys­ 
tem, the classification of inmates 
and the program of reclamation 
which has been developed. 
Officials of the department of 
welfare, who have supervision of 
these Institutions, feel pleased with 
the report which Dr. Van Etten has 
made, and which is being used in 
the French system of prisons and 
reformatories.

Montgomery avenue, drew the win­ 
dow shades and, standing before a 
large mirror, sent a bullet from a 
38-calibre pistol through his heart. 
The bullet passed out his back, 
under the left shoulder, and was 
found imbedded In the wall.

Arthur P. Keegan, coroner’s physi­ 
cian, said Sellers had died instantly.

ire has found that the church, which he quit some years ago, can get I 
along without him better th a n he can get along without the church. 
Raised in an orthodox hom e, this man—a physician in a state hos- j 
pital in the Southeast- fell away from the faith of his m other because of j 
intellectual problems. Yet. though he believed th a t Adam is as legendary j 
as Prom etheus, and th a t sin is largely a reversion to prim itive character , 
traits, he was unhappy in his sterile churchlessness. 
O n Sunday morning j 
he alw ays had a feeling th a t he ought to be at service—he was missing 
som ething. 
T hen one of his little boys fell ill. 
He called in th e best pediatrician 
ho knew, and then, in a fever of anxiety, he prayed an old-fashioned 
prayer th a t his little boy would get well. It was inconsistent, but it 
helped, 
So much for the spiritual reasons behind his return. 
He Visited an orphanage operated by his denom ination. 
Those happy- 
faced youngsters showed him w hat the church is doing. 
He talked with a 
classm ate who is a medical m issionary, and was convinced th a t the medi­ 
cal m issionary was doing a service for the natives of Africa. 
He found out 
th a t he couldn’t wholly dispense w ith the services of th e church himself, 
and th a t he was giving nothing in return. He was a dead-beat. 
T hen there are the children, who must be brought up in the church or 
out of it. 
He was decided. 
“O ur creed,’’ he writes, “is sim ple enough” : 
We believe in an intelligent Creator, whose evidence for us is m ani­ 
fest principally in nature and in the thoughts and actions of certain of 
our fellow men. 
“We believe also in a very real, compassionate Jesus, whose principles, I 
if fellowed rather than talked, will lead to the greatest possible happiness.! 
“We believe that thousands of people in other churches and other j 
creeds have successfully followed these principles, as have many indi- j 
viduals outside of any church. 
For our purposes, however, they are a lit- - 
tit easier to follow in association w ith other people united for the same 
objective. 
While not unaw are th a t fearful atrocities have been per pc- j 
tra te d in tile name of religion, w e.can find neither authority nor prece- : 
dent for such deeds in the life of tho Nazarene.” 
Lot the cynics laugh: 
“We arc going to church to drink in the deep, soothing music of the ; 
m asters, so universal th at it knowrs no limitation of creed; composed alike j 
by Protestant, Catholic and Jew. 
“We will sing the old hym ns, also and feel better and stronger for j 
having sung them; some of them are among the finest poems of the race. I 
“We expect to listen to th e preacher, too, not being so completely 
sophisticated but what some of th e filings he has to say will do us good. 
And should wre think his serm ons too simple we ought to bt* able to com­ 
fort ourselves with the pleasure this thought will give to our egos. 
‘‘Furtherm ore, we’re going to help with the church work being carried 
en, even if this requires an ap p aren t reversion to B abbittry. 
We know 
th a t it is too expensive, overorganized, and smacks of R otary methods, but 
we feel th a t it is much better th a n none at all. So we’re going in for the 
m en's club and the women's auxiliary, and are going to buy indigestible 
cake a t unheard-of prices, help w ith welfare projects, get up baskets for 
poor families, and send the children to Sunday school. 
“And perhaps if we do these things for the next tw enty or thirty years j 
we m ay achieve that inner contentm ent so many old-fashioned Christians ; 
seem to possess, but which is ra th e r conspicuously lacking in the ranks of 
the intelligentsia.”

short distance away from the* patch of tiny blue flowers, I plucked a 
lovely Lady Slipper the other morning. There in the bidst of balsam, 
pines, blueberry bushes, wild strawberries, and velvety moss, it grew. 
And although occupying an insignificant space, it dom inated my atten ­ 
tion as T walked through th e pathway. 
We know that suffering, sorrow, distress of m ind, m isfortune build 
character and make nobility to assert itself in tlje world, and yet, we do 
not understand tile m eaning ol any of them. 
The simplest minded person who does his work honestly and well, 
in th e humblest sort of way, deserves as much credit as the greatest of 
the earth. 
It isn t Important, after all, th at we should know the meanings of 
things. 
To make people happy and to add som ething to the world in 
which we live, and to leave it a better world for our having been a part 
of it for a brief space of tim e, is enough. 
We cannot understand tin* appeal of beauty, but we are made happy 
by it. 
Questionings and doubts only lead us uway from the main path of 
life and its purposes.

Cumberland, July 27 (AP).—In a 
decision announced Tuesday a fte r­ 
noon. more than a m onth after com ­ 
pletion of the trial, S tate Senator 
Emory L. Coblentz. of Frederick, was 
found guilty by three judges sitting 
in the circuit court of accepting de­ 
posits in a bank he knew to be in ­ 
solvent. 
No sentence was announced when 
his attorneys gave notice of a motion 
for a new trial, and. at th eir request, 
the tim e for filing their motion was 
extended until Saturday. 
Read By Judge Sloan 
Read by Chief Judge D. Lindley 
Sloan, the announcem ent of the de­ 
cision was brief, but direct. 
It was: 
“We have determ ined th a t it will 
serve no necessary purpose to enter 
into a detailed statem ent of the facts 
of this case, as the hundreds of 
pages of testimony in evidence tell 
their own story, except to say we are 
now convinced beyond a reavsonable 
doubt th a t the Central T rust com ­ 
pany was insolvent—not only for a 
day before it closed, but hopelessly 
insolvent for a long tim e, and th a t 
the defendant not only knew’ it. but 
th a t he was personally largely re ­ 
sponsible for its condition, and the 
verdict, therefore, is guilty.” 
Senator Coblentz, who was listen­ 
ing attentively, flushed slightly, but 
otherwise made no show of emotion. 
Indicted in February 
The indictm ent under which Cob­ 
lentz was found guilty was voted by 
the Howard county grand jury in 
February, after an investigation into 
the collapse of the C entral T rust 
company of Frederick and its eleven 
branches including the closed bank 
at Emmitsburg. 
The specific indictm ent on which 
he was tried was th at of accepting a 
deposit of S316.50 in the W ashington 
Trust company, of Ellicott City, one 
of the branches, the day before the 
chain of banks closed. 
Bond for Coblentz was continued 
today at $2,500. 
The maximum sentence he can re ­ 
ceive for conviction in the case is 
three years in prison. 
Removed From Howard County 
Coblentz w’ent on trial May 25, 
after th e case had been removed 
from Howard county to Allegany 
county, on a plea by defense counsel 
that a fair and im partial verdict 
could not be obtained in the county 
where the alleged offense occurred. 
The 
trial 
consumed 
alm ost 
a 
month. 
Only three witnesses w ere ; ii J6- Singing string!* 
presented by the state to prove the 
deposit had been made. 
The deposi­ 
tor, Isaac H. Taylor, testified he sent 
the money to be deposited; the bank 
teller, William T. Milne, told of re­ 
ceiving it, and the bookkeeper. Miss 
Hilda Shipley, told of recording it. 
The judges refused to strike out 
this testim ony when defense counsel 
advanced the point th a t Coblentz 
was not responsible, since he was 
not at Ellicott City th a t day. 
Experts Give Testimony 
During the rem ainder of the time 
the state attem pted to prove tho 
bank had been in an insolvent con­ 
dition for some time.
